ASTHMA DUE TO CAT AND 
DOG HAIR 


| The following letter, written by 
a doctor, appeared in the Ameri- 
can Medical Association Journal of 
Jan. 27.

“When I returned to Washington 
additional skin tests were made 
and I gave a marked reaction to 
dog-hair protein. I then went to 
Philadelphia and was thoroughly 
tested. I was found to be sensi- 
tive to dog hair, cat hair and horse 
dandruff. To all others I gave a 
negative response. 

“The explanation of my case is 
simple. At our former residence 
we always had a number of cata, 
which were the cause of my asth- 
ma at the time. My two years of 
om in Washington, from 
1913 to 1915, were due to the fact 
that we got rid of our cats when 
we moved. In 1915 some one gave 
us a dog, which started my asthma 
again as badly as ever.

TO RESUME FILM QUIZ 


Employment Heads Will be Questioned on Charges of 
Extras; St. Alwyn Makes Denial 


Resumption of the hearing tomorrow afternoon in the office of the 
State Labor Commission, West Sixth and Olive streets, is expected to 
bring to light many startling disclosures regarding the asserted viola- 
tions of the State labor statutes by agencies placing extras. 


At this hearing, which will be a 
continuation of the one conducted 
Tuesday, at which various extras 
testified to the paying of 7 per cent 
commission to the agency for jobs 
which they obtained themselves. 
Harry St. Alwyn, manager of the 
Service Bureau, 1036 South Hil! 
street, will produce official records 
and attempt to refute the charge 
of those who stated they had ob- 
tained the positions without the aid 
of the agency, but had neverthe- 
less paid the commission for fear 
they would be blacklisted from fu- 
ture work. 

The Service Bureau is sald to 
supply more than 70 per cent of all 
the extra help employed in the va- 
rious studios in the city. 

Dave Allen, head of the Screen 
Talent, another film employment 
agency located in the Union League 
Building at Second and Hil! streets, 
will also be called to the stand, it 
was stated by Deputy Labor Com- 
missioners Barker and Shively, 
who are conducting the investiga- 
tion. 

NEW ISSUE RAISED 


The issue also will be raised to- 
morrow that the Service ureau 
and kindred agencies are r for 
the aid of the producers, and hence 
the extras should not be compelled 
to pay a commission on their 
wages. The vouchers which are 
issued to the Service Bureau er- 
tras say, are non-negotiable at any 
place besides the agency and they 
must have a percentage deducted. 

One section of the private em- 
ployment agency law for the State 
prohibits the use of non-negotiable 


evidences of debt for dally pay such | ¥° 


as are issued and discounted by the 
Service Bureau. 

Section 16 of the Private Employ- 
ment Agency Law of the State of 
California which applies to the 
Service Bureau, in spite of claimg

Tells W orld Traders 


“The combination of American 
and Japanese commercial] interests 
for the exploitation of Asia. ¢s- 
pecially China, will prove to be of 
great value in establishing world 
peace and quieting war runfors as 
well as being commercially profit- 
able to both countries.” G. Kondo 
told the World Tradere at their 
banquet last night at the Elite, 

Mr. Kondo, who is engaged 
business in California and is «4 
graduate of an American untvers- 
ity, says that an outlet for Amer- 
ican goods might be established in 
the Orient that would help in the 
development of Los Angeles Har- 
bor if some arrangement could be 
worked out between the two na- 
tions so that America might profit 
by the Japanese companies al- 
ready doing business in China, and 
the racial bonds and understand- 
ings which now exist between 
China and Japan. 

“A little gentier treatment and a 
better understanding would result 
in the disarmament of perjudices 
and hearts that would allow this 
co-operation to take place,” said 
Mr. Kondo.

Joseph M. Schenck, who al- 
80 represented Norma and Con- 
stance Talmadge. and attorneys 
and business representatives. 

Several weeks ago, Douglas Fair- 
banka, as published exclusive'’y in 
The Times, announced his inten- 
tion of breaking away from ma- 
chine-made methods of motion- 
picture production. He declared 
an alliance would be formed with 
other internationally famous stars 
to make pictures free from com- 
mercialism’s taint. Last night's 
conference was the first step to- 
ward the consummation of that 
alliance, it was stated. 

No formal announcement con- 
cerning the proposed combine will 
be made for about two months, 
it was stated.
